Prolmbly no city on the continent, of 
equal population, can surpass Louisville 
in the way of street “characters.” 

The other day a genuine street bollad, 
singer, such as one may find in the princi- 
pal thoroughfares of any great European 
city, excruciated the frequenters of a 
Market-street market with a “song,” the 
burden of which was his “Lavin’ for 
Amerik-a-y, ' blindness awakening and 
working a charity which his musical talent 
failed to do. Near by, on an adjacent 
street corner, two blind violinists sawed 
passable break-downs to a steady crowd. 
Just across the same street were ranged in 
a row on a curb-stone the white-wa.sher 
brigade, who are ever read}’ to dlsi)ense 
their share of that which is ne.xt to Godli- 
ness. As for organ-grinding, the quanti- 
tj’, if not the charm, is suffi- 
cient to banish ever}' “savage 
breast” within the corporation. On 
the next comer you pass, a fellow is 
perched upon a dry goods box, and behind 
another, telling, in a voice not sweet but 
powerful, how death can be swallowed up 
in twenty-cent bottles of the nostrums ho 
is selling, which, in one minute, or one day 
at farthest, cure every disease that flesh 
inherits — the great secret being to bathe 
the temples vuiil the pain ceases!” At 
the next corner holds forth the dish-mond- 
er. These dish-menders are the shrewdest 
fellows of all. With their magic cements 
they can mend anything — a broken egg, 
a Confederate bank, or the rent of an 
earthquake. But, somehow oj another, 
we never took home any of the composi- 
tion without finding the “stick'' all on the 
side of the buyer. Then, generally near 
the latUr will be found the “electricity,’’ 
"lung-tester ' and notion man. There is 
electricity at 5^1 a jerk, 1*5 per cent, ofl’, 
but a hundred cents' value “guaranteed ” 
every time. Those who want to develop 
their lungs are accommodated at the very 
low price of five cents a Ijlow. 
on the patent never-failing “tester;” 
and whoever wants a pen that 

will write an inch, or a hair in breadth, or 
can be twisted into a fishhook, and never 
wear out, has only to walk up to the 
“Professor’s” ta'ule and deposit. Another 
“Professor” near at hand teaches mathe- 
matics, illustrated on a traveling black- 
board. And still another, not far off, 
peddles whistles that, with equal facility, 
imitate all animate and inanimate nature 
— from saw-filing to a canary or hog — 
and the fabulous instrument from the cau- 
dal extremity of the porcine is as much 
outdone as truth is greater than fiction. 
All nationaltles are rei)resented among 
these street “characters.” Notwithstand- 
ing the hum'ule appearance of some of 
them, not a few have, financially, done 
better than some of our “smart” men in 
more pretentious places. “Trust” is un- 
known among them, and if not showy, 
they have not the mortificatian of doing 
a big business which does not pay ex- 
penses.

I THE PUBLIC SCHOOL.S. 

Contiuuation of the ExaminatioBs 

Yesterday— The Programme lor To- 
day. 

The examinations In the public schools were 
eoDtlnued yesteniav, being conQned mostly to the 
secondary departments. Of the four grammar 
schools, two were examined, the Orst and fourth, 
leaving the other two— the one at Center and 
Walnut and the one at Thirteenth and Green 
streets— whose examination.^, with a parting ex- 
hibition at the Beventb-ward school this after- 
noon, coDstlcure the sum total of to-dar ’a exer- 
cises, with which 13 terminated the present sei- 

SlOD. 

The examinations yesterday were largely at- 
tended by parents and others, and were quite In- 
teresting. At the Elgblb ward, the fourth and 
third grades of boys and girls were examined tn 
the diflerent studies. The fourth grade of boys, 
Mrs. Maury’s class, distinguished themselves par- 
ticularly In English grammar. They were very 
entbuslxstlc little fellows, and, though pnt to a 
rigid test by the Trustees and some of the visi- 
tors, never faltered giving prompt and correct an- 
swers to the many difficult questions and coming 
out, very remarkably, without a single error. 
The exercises were very pleasantly lnterspers<<d 
with declamations and singing. The third grades 
of boys and girls and the fourth grade of boys 
sang together several times during the exercises, 
and their excellence was the occasion of general 
remark. Upon inquiry we learned that the 
three grades together form one of Mr. Whipple’s 
singing classes, which readily explained the 
whole matter. 

A pleasant little incident occurred near the 
close of the exercises which could not well be 
passed without mention. While Miss Julia Pum- 
pbrey was sundlng near the platform, one of her 
pupils— a bright-eyed IttUe girl— came forward, 
and. In a pretty little speech. In the name of her 
sister pupils presented her a beautiful piece of 
silver plate as a testimonial of their love and 
eateem. The aflhlr, which stopped for a time the 
exercises of the acbool, was a complete surprise 
to the lady, and she received the present In al- 
ienee. 

The exercises at this school to-day will consist 
of an examination of the Orst and second grades, 
singing, declamatlona, impromptu composltlona, 
Ac. The boys will be examined In the morning 
and the glrl^ In the afternoon. These are the 
highest grades In the school, and the exercises 
will be aecordloi^ Interesting. 

At the Tentb-warJ school, corner of Thirteenth 
and Orsen streets, the examinations lasted 
throughout the day. In the morning the sev* 
entb and eighth grades, under the charge of 
Misses Dally, Weis, Tharp and English, were ex- 
amined; In the afternoon the fourth and fifth 
grades, taught by Miss Alice Tomlin and Mrs. 
Traver. There was a large attendance, and the 
recitations were re'teved br singing, Ac. To-day 
the first, second and third .'grades will be exam- 
ined, the third during the morning and the first 
and second In the afternoon. The exercises, In- 
cluding music and declamations, promise to be 
quite enterulnlng. 

The examinations at the Second-ward school 
were finished yesterday. The room set apart fsr 
the purpose was entirely too small to accommo- 
date the large number of visitors. The grammar 
department was examined in the afternoon and 
gave gent'ral satisfaction to the Trustees, parenG, 
and visitors. The exeirlses were quite Interest- 
ing and entertaining. 

Tne Seventh-ward school finished Its examina- 
tions yesterday, but will give a closing exhibi- 
tion this afternoon. It will consist of select 
readings, declamations, singing, Ac., and prom- 
ises to be a happy occasion. All are Invited. 

The other schools got pretty well through, we 
lelleve, and were closed for the session. The 
three above-mentioned will be the only ones 
open to-day, and will doubtless be attended by 
large numbers of citizens. 

Eiglitli-WarU School. 

The closing e.xercises at this school this 
morning consisted in an examination of 
the first and second grades ol the gram- 
mar department. The President of the 
Board of School Trustees, several mem- 
bers of the board, Superintendent Tingley 
and a fair number of visitors were in at- 
tendance at the examination. No “se- 
lected questions” were given the scholars, 
as is joo frequently the case, but the sen- 
tences to be parsed, analyzed, Ac., were 
chosen promiscuously by members of the 
School Board and visitors present. 

The examination was very thorough, 
and demonstrated conclusively that both 
teachers and scholars had done their duty 
during the session just closed. Mrs. Mc- 
Ginnis, teacher of the first grade, and 
Miss Swandell, teacher of the second 
grade of boys, deserve great credit for the 
thorough manner in which they have per- 
formed their task. 

There will be an examination this after- 
noon of the first and second grades of 
girls, with which the exercises of the 
Eighth-ward School for the present ses- 
sion will close.

Get from Nalnave. 

Port au Prince Cor, Nassau Herald. 

The grand excitement here si«ce the 
arrival of the steamer from New York is 
the news that a colored gentleman is to 
supercede the present American Minister, 
T. H. Hollister. As there is no other 
Minister resident here, and as he is the 
chief of all the foreign representatives, in 
rank, the Charges d’Affairs from England, 
France and Spain, who are gentlemen of 
high social position, do not feel compli- 
menteil with the news. The American 
Consul and other officers representing us 
here do not wish to have a colored man 
for a chief. We have had vi.siting and 
stationed at this port during the last ten 
months, six American ships of war. The 
commandants and the officers under them 
like the other gentlemen of our navy, are 
persons of culture, and would not 
relish this change. Rumor says that 
President Salnave was heard yesterday to 
remonstrate with the American merchants 
in town against this measure, and that the 
parties present all agreed in sentiment. 
The President remarked,, so the stor}- 
goes, that he already had more black men 
here than he could take care of. He con- 
sidered the black race equal to the white 
race, but asked very pointedly whether our 
government entertained such sentiments, 
if so, why did we not send black men to 
represent us in England aud France? He 
said the question was not what he thought 
about the equality of races, but that he did 
not consider this discrimination in fayor 
of Hayti to be complimentary,

Caban .AfTaini at the Capital.

York Herald, 19th. 

It i.s understood that as soon a.s the 
President and the members of the Cabinet 
who are now absent return, the Cuban 
question will be the subject of a Cabinet 
meeting. It is conceded by some of the 
Cabinet members now here that the time 
has arrived when some definite policy 
should he adopted towards Cuba. From 
the beginning the Cabinet has been di- 
vided on this question. The President 
favors the Cubans, and would be willing 
to grant them belligerent right.s, but his 
Cabinet is against him. The .sympathies 
of Secretary Fish, it is well known, are 
with the Cabans, but he does not 
wish to adopt a policy which he 
thinks would place us in an incon- 
sistent light before Great Britain, especial- 
ly while the Alabama claims question is 
ponding. He has done nothing, however, 
against the Cubans, and nothing to farther 
the Spanish interests. He h^ nothing 
whatever to do with the recent arrest of 
the Cubans in New York, and declines to 
take any action in the premises. Even 
the Cuban envoy and his aecretary give 
Mr. Fish full credit for his sympathies to- 
wards the patriot Cubans. The erudite 
Attorney-General Hoar is pronouncedly 
against the Cubans, and asserts that if 
they are harbored here, and their conduct 
winked at by officers of the government, 
they will get us into trouble with Spain, 
a country be seems to regard with some 
dread, flour, it is understood, has issued 
instructions to all United States District 
Attorneys and Marshals to keep a sharp 
look out for Cuban agents and to arrest 
them upon the first sign of an attempt to 
infringe npon the neutrality laws. The 
Secretary of the Navy would be willing to 
lend the Cubans a helping hand. ‘*L)on’t 
be too vigilant in watching for filibuster 
expeditions in Cuban waters” is the 
language of his hewt to Admiral Hoff. 
Boutwell naturally sides with Hoar and is 
for a strict enforcement of the neutrality 
laws against the Cubans. Rawlins, Cox 
and Cresw^ll are indifferent. Thus the 
matter stands. What policy will be 
adopted when the question is again 
brought before the Cabinet remains to be 
seen. ^

TWO EXrZDITIOXS LAXDC9. 

Soon after the arrival of the steamer 
Trinnfo the city wa.s full of the wildest 
staWiMotv regarding the capture of an 
expedition and the killing of the leader 
and of nearly all the men. The official 
Gazette^ and au extra from the Voz de 
Cuba give^ copious details, whose- only 
drawback is that they are very much ex- 
ag< 9 erated or else almost entirely the re- 
verse of the truth. From various private 
correspo^ents I have receiveil sufficient 
information to enable me to give au im- 
partial account of the landings and su'ose- 
(luent events, without drawing much on 
the government reports. The first expe- 
dition, eompesed of one hundred men, 
landed at Baitiquaeri, about sixty miles 
east of Santiago de Cuba. The schooner 
which brought them was from New York, 
and had touched at some port in 
Jamaica. The men appeared to >e 
composed of Americans. Dominicans and 
Cubans. The negro guide betrayed them 
by leading tWm first into a thick wood. . 
During the night he made his escape un- 
pt'rceived, and informed the commander 
at Guantanamo, while a mounted orde- 
nance informed the garrison at Baracoa. 
Before mid-day 700 men, composed of 
troop.s, volunteers and country people 
who were forced to accompany tne troops 
were at hand The filibusters were sur- 
rounded, and although outnumbered, 
fought despt'rately. The superior uum- 
liers of their opponent.s, their own 
fatigue told upon them, however, 
and a large naml^er were killed, 
among them the reputed leader of the ex- 
pedition. Several were capturneil and 
taken to Santiago de Cuba to be execate<l 
there. The others made a rush through 
the Spanish ranks and escaped. At latest 
dates they were still at large, although let- 
ters from Santiago de Cuba, written by 
Spaniards, announced that they were cap- 
tured. The troops captured, according to 
the official reports, four hundred Reming- 
ton rifles, two small pieces of artillery, three 



curt-loads of ba^age, a large amount of 
ammunition, andover two millions of an- 
signeil patriot currency of the denomina- 
tions oi one, two, five, twenty and fifty 
dollars, which had arrived m Havana. 

I Private letters received later state that 
I every man belonging to the exp^ition 
was either killed or captura^. 

The sMond expedition, composed of 150 
men, bringing also a large amount of am- 
munition, landed in the jurisdiction of 
Guantanamo and jained the forces in the 
interior unmolest^. The troops sent in 
their pursuit either could or would not 
find them. Some report this expedition 
as coming from Jamaica, while others 
assert that it came ftom the United 
States. 

The report of the battle at Puerto del 
Padre is confirmed, and although the 
Spaniards give very glowing accounts, it 
does not appear that they have gained any 
material advantage by their victory. No 
official account has been publishM yet, 
but private letters announce that the 
Spaniards, numbering 2,700, were attacked 
by about 350 CubaM, who, on the first 
rush, captured a convoy. The capture of 
the convoy produced a scene of disorder 
among the Cubans, many of whom left the 
ranks to inspect the contents of the wag- 
^ ons. General Marmol seeing the danger 
of this movement, tried to rally them, and 
force them back into the lines, when the 
enemy at the same moment fell upon them 
with great fury, and owing to the broken 



lines of the Cubans, redeemed the convoy, 
but with heavy loss. The troops lost 4W 
men, killed and wounded, the (Sxbans, ac- 



cording to Spanish accounts, more than 
double. Gen. Ferrer, Mi^Jor Boniche and 
other Spanish commanders, were wound- 
ed, and Marmol was killed.

Ito OutMrewk la Back Henalnpkeeea. 

The cholera has apjfeared in Cuba as 
well as in Africa. A Havana correspond- 
ent writes: — Z'Z. 

The cholera has broken out with in- 
credible force among the troops at 
Nnevitas, and other points on the coast, 
and is already marching with fearful 
strides toward the interior The Havana 
journals keep this fact secret. At a meet- 
ing of the Board of Health yesterday, it 
was resolved to allow the steamers Triunfb 
and Pajara to land their passengers and 
freight, without subjecting them toquaran- 
tiue or even to fumigation: but it was re- 
solved to fumigate all vessels arrivingafter 
date. To give you an idea of the strength 
of the cholera, I merely cite two instances 
Seven Cubans captured a Spanish Lieu- 
tenant and three men, who had gone on a 
hunting expedition near Nuevitas, and 
were leading them toward an insurgent 
encampment. They rested during the 
night near Altamisal. In the morninc 
only one Spanish soldier was alive, th> 
other ten having died during the night 
The second case is that of the familv of u 
Spanish officer in Nuevitas: his wife, twe 
children and servant died within three 
hours. The Cabans were not wrong when 
they relied on the jrellow fever to thin the 
ranks of the Spaniards, but they did not 
calculate that cnolera weuld also make it- 
apprarance. The Spaniards lose fearfully, 
but it is equally certain that the mortality 
among the Cubans is very great, althongn 
it is impossible to obtain reliable figures 
THE epidemic IX AFRICA. 

The cholera has broken out in Gambia, 
with great violence at Bathurst, the seat 
of the governmeat. Admiral Patey, the 
administrator of the government, had, in 
anticipation of the disease, takea ever}' 
precaution for its prevention or mitiga- - 
tion; gangs of men have been employed 
cleaning the streets, an<f burying ever} 
sort of the filth or nuisance; part of the 
general store had been converted into a 
temporar}' hospital to hold fifty to sixty 
patients, and fourteen stations opened in 
the town for the distribution of medi- 
cines. The first decided case appeared 
on the fifth of May, and from that date 
the disease rapidly spread — from seven 
deaths on the 5th to u on the 9th, 29 on 
the 1 4th, and 32 on the 15th, out of a pop- 
ulation of about 4,600. The total number 
of deaths, up to the 17th of May, were IM; 
of these none were EaropeaoA The dis- 
ease seems to be of the most violent char- 
acter, three or four hours ara reported to 
be the longest at attack, while maqr drop 
dead after as many minates. The »oIera 
having hitherto been unknown to |he na- 
tives, a panic has taken possession of 
them, and the admimstrator and his secre- 
tary, Mr. Fowler, have been obliged to 
bury the dead in trenches, setting ue ex- 
ample with their own hands, as the only 
way to induce the natives to in tM 

work.

There was very nearly a big row last 
night at the meeting of the Tj pograpbical 
Union of this city at Odd-Fellows’ Hall; 
cause, once more, that being prolific of so 
much mischief, ivaml»o. The caw of young 
Douglass was the principal business to be 
coniidered, and the attendance a as, thet^ 
fore, fan. After the raedii^ pf ?»>n- 
•ij^sof tin Ui^t. meeting ti jie r eport from 
the chairman of the Union stthmitted. 

“In regard to the application of Lewis 
H. Douglas, your committee find 
that he has sened a sufficient length of 
time at the business; second, that he gives 
sat;. 'faction a.' a compositor and that he 
has a good character; and, third, ^tliat the 
only place he has worked since a journej- 
man where there aras a L nion is Denver, 
Col., in which place, saj's Mr. John L. 
WatWna. Secretary of Denvtr Union, he 
is not considered a ‘‘rat,” from the fact 
that he was not a U nion member and that 
their Union never took any action in re- 
gard to the matter; also that there is no 
reason, except race and color, that should 
deprive him of becoming a member of a 
Typographical Union. Y’our eomniittee 
are therefore of the opinion that Lewis H. 
Douglas is a fair man, and recommend 
that he be admitted to membership in 
Columbia Typographical Union, No. 101.” 

A minority report unfavorable to the 
admission of Douglas, was also presented. 
The grounds assigned were that he had 
not complied with the “requirements of the 
laws of this Union and of the National 
Union, which are not to admit to member- 
ship a printer aithout card who conies 
i^rom a place w h e r e a l*nion exists, unless 
he \ring' from such Union a certificate 
satisfactorily explaining why he ha.- 
none." 

Mr. Flynn moved to lay the minority 
report upon the table, upon which the 
yeas .'url nays were demanded. The vote 
was taken amid frequent interruptions 
and great confusion, ami resulted in veas 
22t>, nays 1»U. The nnnouncement ot the 
vote W. 1 .S received with applau.se mingled 
with hi-'C-. On motion of Mr. FIjnn 
majority report was adopted amid cheer 
ing ar.d confusion. The Union then pro- 
ceeded to vote njKjn the candidates pro- 

t ose*! for admission, with the exception of 
ewis H. Douglass. Three names having 
been balloted for and the candidates 
elected, the President wa.s about to read 
the name of the fourth, when Mr. L'lynn 
moved that the Union adjourn. Tfie mo- 
t’on was met by a perfect storm of hisses 
and cheers and the speaker’s voice was 
lost amid the confu.sion. T. Cavis stated 
that, as the Union was in progress of bal- 
loting for candidates rejiorted upon favor- 
ably by the committee, the process could 
not 1»« intermpte<l by any motion 
whatever. The chair decided the point 
wfell taken. Mr. Flynn attempted to re- 
new his motion to adjourn amid loud 
cries of “order." Tlie very windows 
jinggled with cries of “order," “Sit 
down,’’ “Put him out,” “Bottle him up,” 
Ac. The speaker vainly endeavoring to 
l>e heard, the President using his gavel 
with avengeance in his attempt to preserve 
order. Several memliers claimed that a 
motion to adjourn was always in order, 
which had the effect of adding to the con- 
fusion. Mr. Brook .appealed from the de- 
cision of the chair. At this juncture an 
individual, small but spunkj', advanced in 
a menacing manner toward the devoteil 
sfieaker. This little by-play was the sig- 
nal for a general eruption, and for a time 
it seemed as if chaos had come again. 
The police finally soothe<l the pas.sion.' of 
the crowd, the chair then making the an- 
nouncement tlint the motion to a<ljourn 
was in oriler. Tellers were thereupon ap- 
pointed. v.’lio proceeded to take the vote 
amid loud outcries and calls for the yea.s 
and nays. The motion prevailed, but the 
anuoancemeut was drowued by a i>erfe( t 
ba^>el of voices. The T’nion then ad- 
jonme.1. Immediateh- after the ndjourn- 
mem Mr. Cavis was called to the platform 
aud proceeded to address the large audi- 
ence still lingering in the hall. He ad- 
jured his fellow craftsmen to stand by 
their organization and to resist the formia- 
able attempt to disintegrate the Printers’ 
Union. In conclusion he warned the em- 
ployes of the government office that if 
worst eame to worst the regulars of No. 
l<*i would l>e forced to deny them any fur- 
ther admIfibioDE of members, and thereby 
reduce them to a more hopeless minority, 
the assemblitge then dispersed.

Lately it was too evident that she 
had become hopelessly in.sane on 
the subject. On Thursday of last week 
she visited the house of Mr. Barker, 
painter, residing in the Allegheny Dia- 
mond, and when she left there in the 
afternoon she said she was going to visit a 
friend in I.*wreneeville. Nothing more 
was heard of her in Allegheny until Satur- 
day, when she returue*! to Mr. Barker’s 
almost nake*l, her l>ody covennl with 
scratches and bruises, and her mind com- 
pletely wrecked. It was during her ab- 
sence that the articles of clotliing were 
found. She gives an unsatisfactory and 
doubtless unreliable statement us to her 
having been seized and abused while pass- 
ing through Law renceville.

iU'AINT. 

Married en Chemise. 

In England, from early times until the 
present, a notion has prevailed that if a 
man married a woman in her shift only, 
he was not liable to anj' debts which she 
might have contracted. This was a vul- 
gar error, founded proliabl^' on the legal 
maxim that a husband is liable to his 
wife s debts, because lie, upon marriage, 
acquired an absolute interest in her jicr- 
soiial estate — the unlearn**d deduction be- 
ing that if the wife had no «*.state the hus- 
band would not incur any liability. The 
register-bo*»ks of a village in Wilts, under 
date of 171 j, contain an entry of a mar- 
riage of a woman “in her .smock, without 
any clothes or head-gear on.” At Ulcomb, 
in Kent, in 1725, a woman was married in 
her chemise. At Whitehaven, in 17C(l, a 
woman .'tripped herself to her .'hift in the 
church, an<! in that condition she stood at 
the altar and was marrie*!. In Lincoln- 
shire, between lb5S and I'^H, a woman 
wa.' married enveIoi>od onl}* in a sheet. 
And not many years back a .similar mar- 
riage took place. The clergyman find- 
ing nothing in the rubric about the 
■woman’s dress, thought he couM not re- 
fuse to marry her in her chemise only. At 
Kirton-in-l.ind.sey there was a popular 
belief that the woman must l>e actually 
nude when she left her residence for that 
of her intended husband, in order to re- 
lieve him from her debts; and a case of 
this kind occurred. A woman left her 
house from a be*l-room window in a state 
of nudity, ami put on her clothes n.s she 
stood u]i**n the t*jp of the ladder by which 
she accompli.'hed her descent. The no- 
tion of a marriage in a chemise was prev- 
alent at CoUeuliam, in Cambridgeshire,
